But to talk of a quota of violations suggests 
that some 
motorists are stopped without 
cause. 
Such an accusatio*n is not only false 
b ut is grossly unfair to the Patrol and danger­ 
ous to the state at a time when co-operation 
b etween motorists and the law is needed as 
never b efore. 


Mall and Taxes 


An older gentleman connected with city 
government gave this ob servation on the mall: 
The heart of the city tax-paying .structure 
Is the downtown area. Almost all of the city’s 
tax revenues come from property taxes. In­ 
creases, rather than decrea.ses, in the cost of 
city government are expected no matter how 
carefully government is administered. 
If the downtown area declines in values, the 
city’.s other taxpayers will either have to cut 
services or pick up the lost valuation share in 
the form of higher taxes. Any improvements 
in the downtown area, such as installation of 
a mall, will guard against valuation declines. 
.Another person remarked that mayb e C. O. 
Blanchard and the mall petition ob jectors 
wanted to pick up the extra tax tab in this 
eventuality. But he didn’t think many others 
in Lincoln did.

One of the mo.st tempting literary forms is 
the historical novel. It tempts the author, and 
with its often lurid jackets as well as its 
contents, it successfully tempts thousands of 
readers. 
The temptation for the au­ 
thor is the marriage of his­ 
torical authenticity with fic­ 
tional license. And the result 
often is a union that is more 
a liaison with fancy than a 
marriage with fact. 
The new historical novel, 
“ Dear and Glorious Physi­ 
cian,” b y T a y l o r Caldwell 
(Doub leday) is an example of 
what happens when an expe- 
-lenced author succumb .s to 
fact to invention. 
There is a loss in literary power, a diminu­ 
tion of autnenticity, and an unfortunate in­ 
crease in invented, unconvincing episodes to 
the point of diminishing returns for the reader. 
By a skilled story teller like .Mi.ss Caldwell, 
however, this point apparently has b een held 
at arm ’s length for many readers — despite 
this reviewer’s own opinion 
b ecause her 
latest novel appeared on Saturday Review’s 
poll this week of b ooks b eing most widely 
read and enjoyed throughout the country. 
Other leading titles in the b est-reader poll 
were: 
“ Doctor Zhivago,” b y Boris Pasternak (Pan­ 
theon). A world-wide b est-seller everywhere 
b ut in Soviet Russia where it is still sup­ 
pressed. 
“The Affluent Society,” b y John K. Gal­ 
b raith (Houghton. Mifflin). A provocative study 
of the social responsib ilities of a prosperous 
society. 
“ Ixilita,” b y Vladimir Nab okov (Putnam). 
An odd mixture of wit and sordid despair, 
this tale tells of the love affair b etween an 
adolescent girl and an infatuated, perverted, 
middle-aged man. 
“The I ’gly American,” b y William J . Led- 
erer and Eugene Burdick (Norton). 
A ifb vel, 
b ased on fact, of the American officials ab road 
who represent and misrepresent the United 
State.s. 
“ Exodus,” b y Leon M, Uns (Doub leday). 
A long, powerful novel of the founding of Is­ 
rael and the struggle to defend it against its 
enemies. 
“ The Aiiierieaii High .School Today,” b y 
James B. Conant (^tcGraw-Hill).

She is spending the su m­ 
mer months in Lincoln with 
her sister. Mrs. F r a n c i s 
Drath, and is also doing re­ 
search here on the federal, 
state and local ju dicial sys­ 
tems. 
M'ork ing on Thesis 
A law gradu ate of Bonn 
and Freibu rg Universities in 
Germany, .Miss Fiedler plans 
“ to see as many Nebrask a 
cou rts in operation as possi­ 
ble while in the state.” 
Research on the cou rts is 
especially 
important. 
Miss 
Fiedler said, becau se he r 
findings can be u sed in a 
thesis she is doing as part 
of law’ reforms in Germany. 
Presently, Miss Fiedler is 
seiwdng as an assistant ju dge, 
or apprentice, in the Bonn 
cou rt system. Most of her 
legal work has been on civil 
matters su ch as land acq u isi­ 
tion and reforms.

The 
Eu ropean 
explained 
that women ju dges aren’t 
common in Germany. “ Bu t 
we do have one now on ou r 
Su preme Cou rt,” she said.

“ Well, it wasn’t really so 
strange since my father was 
once a district cou rt Ju dge 
and he was later with the 
Bonn government,” she ex­ 
plained. 
A constant visitor the past 
week in U.S. District Cou rt, 
Miss Fiedler said she has 
been “ very impressed” with 
the ju ry trial presided over 
by Federal Ju dge John Deie- 
hant. 
Similar Resu lts 
“ In spite of the different 
theories between ou r cou n­ 
tries in this profession,” she 
said, “ some aspects are q u ite

similar and the end resu lts 
aren’t mu ch different.” 
Miss Fiedler also noted 
that there is now no capital 
pu nishment in Germany and 
that all ju dges are appointed 


The Ger­ 
man cou rt system u nder Hit­ 
ler, she said, w a s hardly 
changed as to stru ctu re bu t 
was controlled by the Nazi 
party.

I sometimes 
feel I could do much more 
for the Olympic movement by 
retiring from the presidency 
and writing tome books on 
Olympic philosophy.” 
Brundage made the state­ 
ment after two w’eeks that 
were marked by a worldwide 
controversy over the IOC’s de­ 
cision ot withdraw recogni­ 
tion from the Nationalist Chi- 
ne.se Olympic Committee un­ 
til it has changed it.s name 
to Formosan Olympic Com­ 
mittee “ or something such­ 
like “ 
.Mthough he would not ad­ 
mit it, Brundage seemed to 
be considerably hurt by the 
attacks of the U.S. State De­ 
partment and others on his or­ 
ganization for alleged inter­ 
ference wuth political prob- 
lem.s. 


“ We have been widely mis­ 
understood,” said Brundage. 
“ All we did was <o lake 
exception to the name of the 
Nationalist Chinese Olympic 
Committee.
